Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-12, drawn to controlling first and second PK) loops. 

II. Claims 13-23, drawn to determining a proper clock cycle time for multiple logic 
modules and determining whether a primary cooling means has been prepared. 

III. Claims 24-44, drawn to initializing logic clocks and issuing pre-cooling 
commands. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II, and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as in a system that 
does not include determining a proper clock cycle time for multiple logic modules and 
determining whether a primary cooling means has been prepared (Group II) or initializing logic 
clocks and issuing pre-cooling commands (Group III). Invention II has separate utility such as in 
a system that does not include controlling first and second PID loops (Group I) or initializing 
logic clocks and issuing pre-cooling commands (Group III). Invention III has separate utility 
such as in a system that does not include controlling first and second PED loops (Group I) or 
determining whether a primary cooling means has been prepared (Group II). See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for each of Groups I-III is not required for each of the others of Groups Mil, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
